Work  of  the  Association. — The  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  will  hold  its  next  convocation-week  meeting 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  from  December  28,  1914,  to  January  2,  1915, 
under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Charles  William  Eliot,  President  Emeritus 
of  Harvard  University. 

The  annual  meetings  are  usually  attended  by  two  thousand  or 
more  of  scientific  men  and  women  and  it  is  expected  that  the  coming 
meeting  will  surpass  previous  meetings  in  the  importance  of  its 
scientific  program 

These  meetings  of  the  Association  have  been  a  clearing  house 
to  which  men  of  science  of  the  whole  country  have  brought  the 
results  of  their  work,  and  from  which  they  have  returned  with  a 
renewed  interest  in  research.  The  migratory  meetings  in  widely 
separated  places  have  extended  an  intelligent  interest  in  science, 
and  have  led  to  a  greater  appreciation  of  its  importance.  As  an 
organization  competent  to  represent  the  consensus  of  expert  opinion, 
it  has  been  an  important  factor  in  guiding  the  scientific  activity  of 
the  country. 

Membership. — During  the  past  sixty  years  the  names  of  practi¬ 
cally  all  the  leaders  of  American  Science  have  been  on  the  register  of 
the  Association.  Among  its  officers  have  been  Henry,  Agassiz, 
Rogers,  Pierce,  Dana,  Torrey,  Newberry,  Hall,  Gould,  Gray,  Le  Conte, 
Powell,  Cope,  Gibbs,  Newcomb,  and  nearly  all  those  who  have  given 
distinction  to  the  history  of  science  in  this  country.  At  present  the 
Association  has  more  than  eight  thousand  members,  including  most 
Americans  professionally  engaged  in  scientific  work.  Two  of  its  sec¬ 
tions  cover  engineering  and  experimental  medicine,  and  engineers 
and  physicians  are  fully  represented  in  the  membership.  There  are 
among  the  members  so  many  educational  students  and  administrators 
that  a  section  for  education  has  now  been  formed.  A  section  on 
agriculture  was  founded  at  the  recent  Atlanta  meetings. 

The  Association  also  admits  to  membership  those  who  are  in 
sympathy  with  its  aims  and  who  wish  to  assist  in  promoting  them, 
even  though  they  are  not  actually  engaged  in  scientific  work.  Many 
names  prominent  in  the  professions  and  in  business  are  thus  found 
on  the  list  of  members.  Over  2,500  new  members  have  been  elected 
within  the  past  few  years,  and  the  different  branches  of  science  are 
well  balanced  in  numbers.  The  Association  is  the  largest  and  by  far 
the  most  representative  body  of  scientific  men  and  women  in  America. 

Meetings. — Regular  meetings  of  the  Association,  lasting  for  one 
week,  are  held  annually  during  the  week  in  which  January  1  falls, 


each  time  in  a  different  city,  the  last  ten  meetings  having  been  held  at 
Philadelphia,  New  Orleans,  New  York,  Chicago,  Baltimore,  Boston, 
Minneapolis,  Washington,  Cleveland  and  Atlanta.  Special  summer 
meetings  have  been  held  at  Ithaca  and  Hanover.  It  is  expected  that 
the  Association  will  hold  a  large  meeting  on  the  Pacific  Coast  during 
the  summer  of  1915,  a  large  and  active  Pacific  Division  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  having  recently  been  established. 

The  Association  meets  in  sections  which  cover  the  field  of  science. 
These  are:  A.  Mathematics  and  Astronomy;  B.  Physics;  C.  Chem¬ 
istry;  D.  Engineering;  E.  Geology  and  Geography;  F.  Zoology;  G. 
Botany;  H.  Anthropology  and  Psychology;  I.  Social  and  Economic 
Science;  K.  Physiology  and  Experimental  Medicine;  L.  Education; 
M.  Agriculture. 

The  Association  also  serves  as  a  center  for  the  meetings  of  special 
scientific  societies  which  have  become  affiliated  with  it.  Among  the 
societies  that  have  met  with  the  Association  are:  The  American 
Society  of  Naturalists,  the  Association  of  American  Anatomists,  the 
American  Anthropological  Association,  the  Astronomical  and  Astro- 
physical  Society  of  America,  the  Society  of  American  Bacteriologists, 
the  Botanical  Society  of  America,  the  American  Chemical  Society, 
the  American  Association  of  Economic  Entomologists,  the  Society 
for  the  Promotion  of  Engineering  Education,  the  American  Forestry 
Association,  the  Geological  Society  of  America,  the  American  Mathe¬ 
matical  Society,  the  American  Microscopical  Society,  the  American 
Nature-Study  Society,  the  Paleontological  Society  of  America,  the 
American  Philosophical  Association,  the  American  Physical  Society, 
the  American  Physiological  Society,  the  American  Psychological 
Association,  the  American  Society  of  Zoologists,  the  Association  of 
American  Geographers,  the  Entomological  Society  of  America,  the 
American  Society  of  Biological  Chemists,  the  Southern  Society  for 
Philosophy  and  Psychology,  the  Sullivant  Moss  Society,  the  American 
Folk-Lore  Society,  the  American  Phytopathological  Society,  the 
American  Federation  of  Teachers  of  the  Mathematical  and  the 
Natural  Sciences,  and  the  American  Genetic  Association. 

Publications. — The  Association  publishes  reports  of  its  meetings 
and  all  matter  relating  to  the  Association  in  the  weekly  journal  Science , 
which  is  sent,  without  additional  charge,  to  all  members  ($1.00  foreign, 
and  50  cents  Canadian,  postage  extra).  Although  the  annual  dues 
of  members  are  small — only  three  dollars  as  compared  with  five 
dollars  in  the  British  and  four  in  the  French  Association — those  who 
are  unable  to  regularly  attend  the  annual  meetings  have  sometimes 
hesitated  to  join  the  Association.  The  free  receipt  of  Science — pub¬ 
lishing  annually  about  2,000  large  pages,  representing  the  best 
scientific  work  of  America,  and  costing  five  dollars  a  year  to  non¬ 
members — furnishes  an  adequate  return  to  those  who  cannot  always 
be  present  at  the  meetings,  and  should  unite  in  the  Association  all 
those  interested  in  the  promotion  of  science.*

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP 

Any  person  may  become  a  Member  of  the  Association  upon 
recommendation  in  writing  by  two  Members  or  Fellows,  and  election 
by  the  Council  or  by  the  special  committee  of  the  Council  resident 
in  Washington  and  empowered  to  pass  upon  applications  whenever 
received. 

The  admission  fee  for  Members  is  Five  Dollars,  payable  in 
advance.  The  annual  dues  for  Members  and  Fellows  are  Three 
Dollars,  payable  in  advance.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  begins 
January  i,  and  Members  and  Fellows  are  entitled  to  all  publications 
issued,  and  to  the  privileges  of  all  meetings  held  during  the  year  for 
which  they  have  paid  dues.  Persons  may  join  the  Association  at 
any  time  during  the  year  and  are  entitled  to  the  complete  file  of  the 
journal  from  January  i.  Upon  specific  request,  particularly  when 
persons  join  the  Association  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year, 
the  membership,  with  publications,  will  be  allowed  to  commence  with 
the  first  of  the  new  year.  Such  members  are,  however,  allowed  all 
privileges  of  the  yearly  meeting  even  though  such  meeting  convenes 
during  December.  Substantial  concessions  are  generally  obtained 
from  the  railroads  in  the  way  of  reduced  fares. 

For  members  residing  in  foreign  countries,  an  extra  postage 
charge  is  required  on  Science  of  $1.00  per  annum  (Canada,  50  cents), 
and  on  The  Popular  Science  Monthly  of  50  cents  (Canada,  25  cents). 

Fellows  are  elected  by  the  Council  from  such  of  the  Members  as 
are  professionally  engaged  in  science.  The  election  of  Fellows  is  by 
ballot  and  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Council  at  a  desig¬ 
nated  meeting  of  the  Council  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Any  Member  or  Fellow  who  shall  pay  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars 
to  the  Association,  at  any  one  time,  shall  become  a  Life  Member,  and 
as  such  shall  be  exempt  from  all  further  assessments,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  Science  (or  The  Popular  Science  Monthly )  and  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Association.  All  money  thus  received  shall  be  invested  as 
a  permanent  fund,  the  income  of  which  during  the  life  of  the  Member 
shall  form  a  part  of  the  general  fund  of  the  Association ;  but,  after  his 
death,  shall  be  used  only  to  assist  in  original  research,  unless  other¬ 
wise  directed  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council.  (New  members 
becoming  life  members  must  pay  the  admission  fee  of  Five  Dollars.) 

Any  person  paying  to  the  Association  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Dollars  shall  be  classed  as  a  Patron,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  a  Member  and  to  all  its  publications. 

To  any  one  not  a  member,  the  Proceedings  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  published  annually  from 
1849  to  1910,  with  additional  volumes  in  1912  and  1915  respectively, 
will  be  furnished  for  $1.50  a  volume,  in  paper  covers.  For 
cloth  binding  50  cents  a  volume  extra  is  charged,  and  for  half  turkey 
morocco  binding  $1  a  volume  extra.  These  charges  for  binding  hold 
equally  with  members  or  non-members. 

To  members  of  the  Association,  the  Proceedings  will  be  sold  at  - 
$1  each  for  the  last  five  volumes;  earlier  volumes  at  50  cents  each.
